Is Tlioro Danger? 

"What is Truth?" asked a Roman 
Governor, nearly two thousaiul years 
ago. The answer is not always easy. 
Amid the exciteniept and clamor evol- 
ved by the proposition to change the 
Terms of Union with Canada, it is 
Jiot improbable that soino amongst us 
mig-ht bo disposed honestly to ask, 
"Whatis Truth'?" One thing is rjiiilo 
certain: The present is a critical junc- 
ture in the history of British Colum- 
Lia, and it boliuuvos her people to act 
•with the greatest caution and linuness 
possible. One party contends that 
yre can open up the Terms aiidclianye 
any article therein without the slight- 
est danger to the other.s, or without 
in- the elightest degree weakening the 
power of British Columbia to hold 
Canada to her obligatioiig. It is con- 
tended on the other hand that the 
Terms of Union being in the nsiture 
of a treaty, to change one article is to 
open up and endanger the whole, and 
that for British Columbia to take the 
initial step towards such a fatal open- 
ing -would be a auioidal act on her 
part. If these two parties were equally 
free from the suapieion of interested 
and ultorior motives and if the re- 
spective contentions were equally sup- 
ported by sound argument, it would 
still be the true policy of British Col- 
umbia to pau.se and give the Treaty 
the benefit of the doubt. But we 
claim that in neitlier respect are the 
two equal, and wo bhall endeavour to 
present a few thoughts which, if not 
altogether new, may tend to show 
that the weight of argument is on the 
side of British Columbia niaintaiuiug 
thS Terms iuviolato. When Mr. 
Musgravo was induced to telegraph, 
asking if it would bo possible to juakc 
certain changes in the B. C. Tariff 
of Customs, Lord Lisgar telegraphed 
back thus: "The Terras of Union 
are in the nature of a Treaty. They 
have been extensively published in 
Canada and accepted by J3ritiah Col- 
umbia. Tbe Dominion Governmeni 
theieforo think they have no right to 
alter these Terms after acceptance by 
Briti.sh Colunilji;i." Here we Lave 
laid down iu the tersest possible way 
the doctrine that t he Terms uf Union 
are in the nature of a Treaty and that 
the Treat}- must not bo changed 
unless by the direct consent of the 
people. ' It has already been stated, it 
cannot be successfully gainsaid, that 
a treaty differs from an ordinary agree- 
ment or contract in that no pju t of it 
can be changed without an'ecling the 
whole. British Columbia is the weak- 
er party to the Treaty of Union. 
What sheer, what coiisnmmate folly, 
tiien, for the weaker party to deliber- 
ately open up tlie Treaty at a moment 
like" tins! Once hiy it open and Cana- 
da will be in a po.silion aljsohitely to 
dietntf! terms; and British Columbia 
ought to know by this time what she 
has to expect from the party now in 
power,— more especially as that parly 
is coming from the polln witli so siroii;,' 
a following as will enable theui tu 
snap their lingers at our dch-gatiou 
and tell them that they cari get on 
without their support. So long an 
British Columbia sticks to her van- 
tage-ground and takes her Htand firmly 
upon the Treaty, she can defy the 
Philistines — slie is btroiigor than the 
vbole of CfUiJiila. Bui unci; ()[)en the 
Treaty and accept any comproniiso in 
respect to any part of it, and the 
Pacific Province becomes a broken 
reed, a helpless thing in the hands of 
the Dominion. .A^nd this is just why 
Mr. Mackenzie is working ho ansidn- 
ously tlu'ough Ilia ngeiitH to induce 
liritishColumbiu tu take the fatal 
Btop. Let the ])eoplo lie ware, and 
taka.no step in connection with thi.s 
a^air ■Without having first examined 
and weighed it in all its possil)l( bear- 
ingsand consoquences ; and aijovo all 
let this principle be religiously observ- 
ed and vigorou.slv acted upon; --NO 
CHANGE MUST BE MADE IN THE 
TERMS OF UNION WITHOUT THE 
CONSENT OF THE PEOPLE.

Columbia has tbeia been ft time of such 
political awakeuing as iho ineaont. Tlio 
gathoriugut the imstings v,aa iurgo, en- 
thusiastic ami vory iinauimuus in favor 
of Messrs. Uosooe and Morton, tUocandi- 
datos of tho Liboral-Eaform party, for the 
HuuHO of Coiumonn. 

Shortly affor 12 o'clock Judge roraher- 
ton. Kotuniiug OlFieer, arrived, and Do- 
putj- Siioriir I'lovost read tha writ au- 
thorizing the election. Judge Pombor- 
ton then askoJ for 

KO»f I^'iLTto^■3. 

Mr. G. J. Findlay nominated Mr. F. 
J. K08COO. Ho said that Mr. Rcscoe waa 
not a politician, bat ho was a man of good 
common sense, tlioronghly oJucated and 
boQBBtV. iMr. Roacoo luul lived in the 
ProTiaco now for souiu 10 or 11 years anil 
ia therefore intimately aciinainted with 
ita -wanta and require mouta, and if oleoted 
would do hia b(»*t to promote tho interests 
of British Columbia in Konond and tliia 
eectiou in particular. Touching tlia groat 
quastiona of tlia ilay, viz: tiiu Railway 
and the Terms of Union, Mr. Roacoe will, 
if elected, advocate tho immediate coni- 
nionoomeiit of tho Railway and will op- 
pose any relaxation of the Terms ofUnion 
nnti!|ihe sania have been submitted to and 
approved oC by tho people. Mr. Roscoo 
would also, it elected, do bin best to se- 
oura lor this Province tho bGnelita of the 
Washington Treaty, of which wo have, 
np to this time, been unjustly deprived. 
He woiiUl al.-4o favor and advocate reoi- 
procity with the United Htates, by means 
o( which our coal, lumber, fisli and other 
products will be admitted tliora duty free 
and give an immense stiuuilus to all 
those iadustrios in British Culuuibia. He 
eincerely hoped that the eleotora would 
place Mr. Roscoo at the head of tho poll 
and Mr. Morton next.

Mr. Elliott Andor.son, amidst much 
laughter, nominatod .Mr. Tiios. Harris. 

Mr. John M.SVarii seconded. 

Mr. M. W. T. Drake proposed Mr. 
Charles Morton, an honattt and upright 
maa, an old reaideat, and a aaccessful 
business man. Ha was called in a broad 
■heftt to-day, an"iufant politician." Well, 
h« would rather be nu infant than an old 
nnno. An old nurse would be likea goph- 
xe, who twists and turns about so tuat 
jou can't tell where it goes in or when it 
comes out lUughter). Mr. Morton was 
running in oohfadbtiffa with Mr. Bosooe 
on tho Terms of Union. Both should be 
olaoted, and on the floor of tiie Houf^e of 
Coaxmous there would be no better speak- 
er than Mr. Morton, and no 
more earnest worker than Mr. Bosooe. 
(cheer*.) 

Mr. \y. A. Robertson, who secottded 
th« nomination, spoke ably and forcibly in 
•upport of Mr, Morton, who took his 
■tand on the 'I'erms, the whole Terms and 
nothing but the Tonus. If iio wc3i-e to 
class him now as an '-infaiit" politician 
■what would he be when ho grew to bo a 
lull-grown politician. (Laughter and 
cheers.] Where was Mr. DeOosmos? At 
Hiiaiohporhips hiJiug. Why doB»,Ji,e,not 
come here like a man and say what in- 
tends to do [cheersj lu his (Mr. Robert- 
son's) opinion the city would cover itself 
with honour should it aelecit Moaars.

Mr. Duck, M. P. P., cama forward to 
nominate Mr. DoCu.siuos (criaa, "where 
is he ?") Mr. Duck acknowledged that his 
poii^ion was critical(liuighter.) Ho spoke 
of the present "distui'hca i>tato of tho pol- 
itical atmosphove," and of tlio ■'iutimale 
political rolatioua" between -Mr. DuCm- 
moarafid hiiiiself.:aad then procoeJoil to 
d -liver an elaborate ilefenca of lunu~nlf. 
The Government lie s;nd, had consulted 
with him before they framed tho E^iti- 
matos [A voice— a pretty admission] and 
that was %vhy they wore popular in tlio 
Hoiiso. Tlie scheme had hecu framed in 
accordance witii his wishes, ami if the 
people ware not satislied he should resign 
(Hear, hoar). Mr. Duck then entered 
into a labored c.iphinution of his course 
in the House and tlio [lolicy of the Gov-, 
erumeiit, attrilniting the exeitemout to a 
misunder.standiug. Ho alluded to tho 
act of a "certain man" [Mr. HiggiiisJ in 
moTing that tho meeting of bati-rday 
oighi should go over cn maweand prodoiit 
the resbltitiAns to the House wliere the 
f ouspiratora were forging tha ohains for 
tho people's limbj. [Loud ohearBl. Ho 
then road the Bill to alter the 'rorim, 
which ho claimed was perfectly innocent, 
and that tho Government hail no iuton- 
titui of doing any thing to joopanliso the 
Term* of -Union. He (.Mr. Duck) had 
oonsultod with the now Premier and ho 
had consented to render the Bill still 
mora harmle-is by iutroduoing clauses 
which would render tho aucoptanceol tha 
money impossible if it would ulFcot the 
Torma of Union, and that the Bill should 
not oorao into oll'ect until after the assent 
of tha Governor-General had bean 
opposed (crien of- 'that's nothing"), Mr.

Capt. RosooB was received with mnefi 
enthusiasm. Ho said lliat ho realized the 
truth of an old French proverb, that no- 
thing happens ia this world «xodpt whafc 



is unexpected. He had not thought, when 
ha first issued his addres.s, that he should 
bolirst to address the electors on this oc- 
oa&ion; but hero ho was (laughter and 
oliaers). .Mr. Mackenzie had made a 
spoeoh, (oogied into , p?J3C^" Colonist) 'Ih" 
which he said that lie proposed to ask' for 
coneassions from British Columbia, and 
had said in effect that he would build the 
railroad from tho Enst to tlie Rucky Moun- 
tains before starting to build itliere. He 
had in his hands the St. John's Tcleijrapli 
oi (1^0 22nd January last. It contained 
an Qoconnt of a meeting culled in tho in- 
terest of Mr. Burpee, Collector of Cus- 
toms. That mooting was presided over 
by a Mr, Lnwrouco, a friend and relative 
of Mr. Burpee, and ho is reported as say- 
ing that the Canadian Government would 
ask for concessions from British Colum- 
bin, and that "l/u^ people <>/ Ilri/i.^'i Colaiii- 
bin weie prepnred to m d'v t/iosucoiiccssioii.i — 
(cries of "that's the concession this Gov- 
ernment wants.") Who told Mr. Law- 
rence that? -Mv. Burpee. Who told Mr. 
Burpee? 'Mr. Mackenisio. Who told Mr. 
Mackenzie? (A roar of voices — "DeUoa- 
mos!") If yon Hond mo to Ottiwa I shall 
tell Mr. Muekouzio that the people of Bri- 
tish Columbia are opposed to mukiiig any 
inoditicati(»u in tho 'rorms until the Gov- 
ernment have shown an earnest intention 
to build tho road. Tbatth« paopleobjeot 
to take onadollar bonus from Canada un- 
less it should be s'aown that it would not 
inlerforo with tho Railway 'J'oriu.s. 
(Prolonged elieoring.) If returned, Mr. 
RoHcoe said, I shall eutortho House as an 
iudopondent man, and as Mr. Mackenzie 
shows a desire to carry out tho Terms, I 
tihall oppoaa^or support hija. Tho adopt- 
ion of tha Canadian TarifT was a mistake ; 
for we nut only accepted the C.iuadian 
TarifTaa it is at this time, but us it may 
be at some future time. If tho f!auailiau 
TarilT was to bo readjusted, ho (Mr. Ilo-s- 
coe) would lake care that all classes in 
tbia Province were protected (cheers). 
He would also do all that he could to 
hare thebenefltsof the Washington Treaty 
extended to Biitish Columbia, In 
securing tho appointments, ho would 
recommend tho aldest and most eflicient 
men and not iuefliciont men because they 
lud rendered political services, (cheers) 
Mark Twain tells a good story of his e.v- 
porience as a ' candidate for the ollica of 
Governor. He says that before ho was 
nominatod he was considered a very re- 
apcctablo fellow; but after his name was 
put up he was called a forger, a horse 
thief, ft convict, and the murderer 
of hia graudmuiher. (Gn^iil 
laughter). Now, he (i\Ir. Roscoo) 
hail boL'u told that he had boon an Annex 
ationist, ami had spoken at an Anne.x.atioii 
meeting. He would say that he had 
never, awake or asleep, uttered such sen- 
timents, and last Saturday night was the 
hrst occasion ou which ho had attempted 
to address a meeting of any kind. I: was 
said ho had not taken part in any public! 
matters; but ho pointed with pride to his 
connection with the Ride Corps, the Ho.s- 
pitals, tho Mealiauics' Institute, tho Sav- 
ings Banks, to show that he had devoted 
much time and money to forwarding pub- 
lic afTaira (cheers) . 

Mr. Roacoe retired amidst great cheer- 
ing and cries of "I'ou're all right." 

MK. THOMAS H.VIIlilS 

was well rocoivfld. Ho was a father and 
a grandfather, and had always taken an 
aotivopart in public matters. He thanked 
the public for their kindness in the past, 
and asked their lieljrin-the-f uture. (Hear 1 
Ha was not a nation-maker, nor was ho n 
nation-breaker, (cheers) Ho went in for 
tlia 'Terms unless the People first 
gave their consent, (cheers) He rapid- 
ly sketched what ho was prepared to do 
for Immigration, the Penitentiary, the 
Orphans, and for tho country generally. 
He might not haTe the speeob of a Glad- 
stone nor the ssnsa of a Demosthenes ; 
but ho was a plain, honest man. (cheers) 

JIH. CH.'.RLES MOUTO.V. 

Mr. Morton received loud cheers. He 
stated that he did not appear before them 
as a politician, but as an honest man. 
What British Columbia wanted was hon- 
cst representatives; and perhai)s if tlu'y 
had not h*d at Ottawa a certain skilleil 
politician, it would have been liett(>r for 
us. (great cheers.) He had reluctantly 
come forward, but there were times when 
every man should -be prepared to make 
aaorilioes in the public interests. Our 
2)osition was strontf and unassailable if we 
maintained the Terms intact, (cheers) 
We could then approach the foot of the 
Throne and toll Her Majesty that '.he I)o- 
minion Government through the Local 
Government were trying to alter the 
Terms of Union, (prolonged cheering) 
Let tho Bill now befoje tho House be 
01100 passed, and we should bo at the 
meroy of Canada, instead of her being at 
our mercy. Mr. De(,'osmos buiil 
at his meeting that if wc went to London 
to borrow luonoj wo would have to pay (i 
per cent. Would it not bo batter if we 
were to pay tho extra one per cent, and 
proaorvo our [losition intact? (loud cheer- 
ing). What Mr. Roscoo had said about 
tho meeting at Wt. John's was true. Mr. 
Mackenzie is acting through an agent; 
'^Iv. DuGosmos is tliiit agent (great clK^urs) . 
The .tiUml revulution on /Sa/imliti/ nl;//// pre- 
reiitfil t/ii; Jiii.is'.ti/i: 0/ Ihiit Bill ( cheers and 
a voice — "Prove it!") Mr. Lawrence's re- 
marks prove it. NV'lierp is Mr. DoUos- 
inoanow? Ho has gone away again, as 
ho did a year ago, to avoi.l meeting you 
on those hustings. (Groans fur DoU.) tair 
Francis Hiucka owed his election to the 
last Houao to DoCosmos and oiliers, and 
groat good it did to V..ncouver District. 
(Ohooi-s.) Now ho is oil' again. On Tiies- 
<lay last, continued Mr. Morton, I was in 
tho District, and I pickeil up a Weekli/ 
Standiird containing an address of the ex- 
Premier to tho electors of Vancouver Dis- 
trict (.iroans), Ho has isaued no address 
to tho people of this district (Voices — 
He'd afraid) . Gentlemen, he's committed 
to nothing (cheers). If he's elected for 
both districts ho must disfraiichisn one, 
for lie cannot sit for both (cries of "He'll 
sit for neither!") . Geiitleinou, if ho is a 
skilled politiciau I would rather bo an 
infant politiflian" (great latxgbter). Will 
tlie electors of this district consent to 
have thoir only hocmrity muti'ated as 
this Bill (holding it up) proposes to do 
it. ("No, no, IK). ') 'I'liis was the lirst 
tiino ho had overheard tiiat a work should 
not bo completed bocauso it had not been 
couimonood (cheers). Let the road be 
commenoad and, jthen ]et^ .|Ir. ^M^^Qkenzie 
ask for ooncossioha (great oHeering) . It 
was untrue that "he was ojiposed to bor- 
rowing Uioney to open up and imjirovo 
tho country^' He helievoil in the doctrine 
that posterity should assist in paying for 
tha improveuuuits which we of this gfeu- 
aralion might ell'ecu: bat there would be 
no nepeiSBity for borrowing. Yoti O^n get 
all you want by uompoUing Mi:". Maoken- 
zia to mako prop mals to you first. If wo 
maintaiu our position Jlr. MiioKenzio will 
ipayover to tbiB Piovinco 81,000,000 be- 



fore tho 1st July (great cheering). If ho 
maltos a propo.'-ilion which wo cannot ac- 
ce[)t, then we can refer our case to the 
luiiwrial Government as arbitrator. They 
will bo sure togivu us money to build tho 
Dock and mako roads, and if they don't 
want to pay any moro money as compen- 
sation they will commence the road 
(cheers). We can't help it if tho bar- 
,^aiu was suicidal for Canada. She must 
build th(! road [cheers]. Mr. Morton 
uo.\t called attention to the time Mr.Duok 
occupied 111 proposing his candidate, of 
whose uurits lie had scarcely Haid any- 
thing aliout, but had confined his re- 
marks almost entirely to a dofeiice of his 
own vote and that of the Local Govern- 
ment [laughter]. Ho assorted, also, that 
Mr. Duck had no vote and thought it a 
remarkable circumstance that he siiould 
ijropnse a candidate. Mr. Morton next 
said that if DeCoamos' doctrine of break- 
ing treaties at will were to prevail, it 
could bj extended to wills.deeda.oontracls, 
etc., and even to the sacred marriage tie 
[great cheers]. Ho asked if the electors 
could vote for a man who would advocate 
such a doctrine as this ? ("No, no!"] It 
was such tloclriiies as this that had del- 
uged Franco in blood. Let us stick to 
the ])olicy of our fathers which had built 
up the greatest nation tho world knows, 
and keep these Terms inviolate [ cheers] . 
Mr. Morton then read the following dis- 
patch from Lord Lisgar to Gov. Mus- 
gravo in 1H7L Tliu Legislative Council 
had asked to have tho Terms of Union al- 
tered with respect to tho TarilT and Lord 
Lisgar ro])lied as follows: 

Ottawa, Out., Fob. 1, 1871. 

To /li-< Kict'Ufiirj/ Governor Mnsijruvv, 
Vi"''/o)'/V(.- -- The terms of union are in 
nature of a treaty. 'They have boon ex- 
tensively published in Canada and ac- 
cepted Viy British Columbia. Tho Cana- 
dian Government therefore think tlioy 
have no right to alter those terms after 
ace ptance by Britisii Columbia. 

Mr. Morton, after asking what right we 
hud acijuired to change these Termsnow, 
wluMi tho privilege was denied us in 1871, 
and eounsolling tho elcctora to do thoir 
d,ity, retired amidst enthusiastic 
applause which continued for some min- 
utes. 

MR. DUOK 

Hero again came forward to speak for Mr. 
DeCosmos. The crowd, which had listen- 
ed patiently enough when he spoke of 
himself, now assailed" Mr. Dnck with a 
storm of disapprobation. "You're in the 
v. rong l);)x!" "Get back into you're coop!" 
"Dry up!" •'You're a dead dnck!" "Take 
a swim!" "You're a lame duck!" "Go and 
advise the Go I'eriiment, again " etc., etc. 

Afier vainly endLavoriug to speak 
on behalf of his candidate 
didate for some minutes, Mr. Duck was 
allowed to say that he had been wrongly 
charged by Mr. Morton with not being 
an elector, and was then hooted down. 
BBOW OF HiiKSS, 

A Show of Hands was then taken. Tho 

Local Gove'uraent ooutraotors, tlie SUn- 
diird's men and boys, aud several Federal 
officials held up both hands in favor of 
the e.x-Premier, and aftor| some reflection 
Ju !ge Pemberton announced that the 
show of hands was in favor of Mr. Roscoo 
and Mr. DoCosmos. A poll was then de- 
manded for Mr. Morton by Mr. Pagdeu 
and the proceedings terminated.

Bribe. 

Tho City Councillors, at their m?eting 
ou Wednesday, took occasion to animad- 
vert on a paragraph wdiich appeared in 
'Tuesday's Coi.oni.st with respect to tho 
appropriation proposed to bo made to the 
city water works. Coun. Hay ward, whoso 
manner grow quite hysterical towards 
tho last, opened fire by asking the Clerk 
aud Water Commissioner if any commu- 
nication had been received from the Pro- 
vincial Secretary. Tho.so functionaries 
an.swored no. Coun. Drunimoud then, to 
the amazement of all jiresent, proceeded 
to say that /le had had no hand iu ao- 
oeptiug a bribe from the Government. 
Coun. Hayward here popped up again, 
like a potatpe in a stew-pot, and threaten- 
ed, amidst the consum ng laughter of all 
but himself, to arrai^.ju the proprietor of 
The CoLONl.ST before the "Bar of the 
House" to answer for his insult. Tho 
Mayor, who thought such articles un- 
worthy of notice — being liimaeU au arli- 
c.le ia which very few would be apt to 
inrost— oloBod tho ajsaultand tho matter 
dropped. Now, wo have a word or two 
to say for ourselves. In the first ])lace, 
we never oven hinted that any or all the 
Councillors had been bribed. We believe 
that they are above receiving a bril)e; but 
wo said that an attempt had been made 
by the Government to bribe the city by of- 
fering it SlfjO.OOO from the Canadian 
money to help it out of tho water-works 
Bcraj)e. And wo asked tho people to 
watch the Mayor, who ia a firm supporter 
of the Government, lest ho should so com- 
mit tho city as to bind it to accept the 
Government schemo of borrowing money 
from Canada. Was there anything im- 
plying corruption in this? Wa siaoe 
learn that our assertion that a letter had 
boon rneeived from tho Provincial Secre- 
tory tendering the sum to tho Council 
was incorrect. 'The ofVer of the bribe was 
declared verlndly by the Mayor who sijoke 
in subatauco as follows: That the Pro- 
vincial Secretary was anxious that the Coun- 
cil should accept (he momyf that the Gov- 
ernment would only lend it on (he assurance 
(hat cattt-iron j/:pcs should be ordered, and 
that the Council might act as iftbemonej- 
were already in thoir hands and order the 
pipes.'" What, then, do the indignant 
denials auouut to, except "whipping the 
devil 'round the stump." Tho deniwl that 
a letter was received we accexit as cor- 
rect; but the plTer and statement were 
made in terms as wo have stated above.
